Th* California Railroad Commission- 


ers have passed the Humphreys schedule 
reducing fares on the 
Central and 


Southern and their leased lines in Cali- 
fornia. The reductions are quite im- 
portant in many instances, and ar« Tory 
good for a starter. The new schedule 
fixes the fare from Inthrop to Merced 
at $2 30, reduced from $4, a difference 
of $1 70; from Lathrop to Fresno, $4 50 
reduced from $7 85, a difference of 
$3 35; from Lathrop to Huuford, $6 40, 
reduced from $11 10, a diff»rence of 
$i 70; from Lath'-op to Summer, $8 80, 
reduced from $15 40, a difference of 
$6 GO; from Lathrop to Los Angelas, 
$18 40, reduced from $23, a difference 
of $4 60; from Mojave to Ooffa, $12 55, 
reduced from $37 20, a difference of 
$14 65; from Los Angeles to Ynuia, 
$13 80, reduced from $13, u 
of $8 20; from South Vullejo 
toga, $1 70, reduced from 
difference of 80 cents u from 


difference 
to Calis- 
$2 50, a 
Woodland 


to Tehuma, $4 10, reduced from $7, a 
difference 
of $2 90; from 
Koseville 


Junction to Bedding, $0 10, reduced 
from $9 75, a difference of $3 05; from

The reduction between Sioru.naeul.0 and 
Truckee to $6 10 and to the State line 
to $7 25 will be a great benefit to the 
puople ef Nevada, who can take aJvunt- 
age of it, and thereby mnko the tup 
from Beno to San Francisco, including 
Bleeping car and other extra expenses 
for less than $15. 
The fure from Reno 


to Truckee is $2 75; add the $6 10, and 
from Beno to Sacramento it amouuts to 
$8 85, as against $12 75, the fare now 
charged or about $4 less. The distance 
from Beno to the State line is 1C milen. 
Say the Company charged $1 60, to 
which add $7 25 and wo have again the 
$8 85 to Sacramento. Bui there is no 
ticket office at the State hue.so.to get the 
benefit of the reduction, the proper way 
will bo to buy from Beno to Truckoe, 
and then from Trnckee to Sacramento. 
At Sacramento a traveler has his choice 
of first or second class rates, and he 
can use his own pleasure. 
At second 


class prices he can get to San Francisco 
from Beno for $10 35. The railroad 
company wo-uld gain the friendship of 
this section by making the rate 
from 


Reno to San Francisco an even $10, or 
at least giving round trip tickets for 
$20. 
Such a rate would be fan to the 


railroad and perfectly satisfactory to the 
people. 


It ia stated on good authority that the

The Austin Reveille very properly 


objects to convict labor coming into 
competition with free white labor. Bat 
its article treating the subject is not 
correct in many of it* oincliuiouii. Wo 
quote : 


In Nevada our State convicts make 


shoes and boots principally, and up to 
the present administration at a loss. 
But a great many boots and shoes were 
turned out, and every pair thus made 
deprived au honest shoemaker some- 
where of just that much work. 
The 


honest man would have made money on 
each boot or shoe made, while the State 
lost money all the time. Under Mr. 
Bell's Wardenship the boot and shoe 
establishment will pay, but it does not 
answer the objection already urgod. 
True, every cent he makes over and 
above expenses will be that much saved 
to the State, but at the expense of the 
shoemakers. 
Why Should they be thus 


taxed to save the mai<s of the people? 
The stone quarry is a different matter. 
It does not enter into competition with 
honest laborers like the other doea aud 
therefore should be advanced. Over in 
California they have been trying for a 
long time to find something to manu- 
facture that will not compete with other 
California industries and have finally 
hit upon making paper bugs. They 
manufacture several other things but 
this is the chief pursuit. In Pennsyl- 
vania th*y make saddles for the same 
reason. 
For Nevada to continue to 


make boots aud shoes is therefore uc in- 
justice to the hard-working shoemakers 
of Nevada, who cannot hope to suc- 
cessfully compete with labor which does 
not cost a cent. 


The Nevada convicts are employed 


in the manufacture of boots and shoes 
more for the purpose of keeping them 
employed at doing something than with 
any hope of the State makiug much of 
a profit out of them at that work. Un- 
der the most favorable circumstances 
bat a very slight profit can be made, 
and the State would no doubt quickly 
abandon the prosecution of work in 
that line if the convicts could be em- 
ployed at anything else. 
But there is 


nothing for them to do ia the stone 
quarry. 
There is no sale for the stone 


after it is taken out and cut; at best it 
is so inconsiderable as to amount to a 
trifle in comparison with the labor one 
hundred convicts are capable of per- 
forming. 
It will not do to permit the 


convicts to remain unemployed, and 
outside of the boot and shoe business 
there is not a thing they can do at Car- 
son. 
So long as the Prison rsmuins at 


Carson the taxpayers must expect the 
present couditiou of affairs to continue, 
and will be compelled to foot the yearly 
bills of $50,000, 
This is a State prop- 


osition, and the JOUBNAL makes these 
assertions without any unkind feeling 
toward Carson. 
The expenses of the 


Prison can be materially reduced, but 
never at Carson. It will always require 
about so many officers and guards 
there, and all supplies must be pur- 
chased in the future as in the past. 
Gov. Bradley was right in desiring the 
removal of the Prison to Beno, and the 
expenditure of $50,000 to complete the 
work mapped out here, would eventu- 
ally result in saving twenty times that 
sum to the taxpayers. 
At Beno seven 


guards would do the work now per- 
formed by the thirteen at Carson, and 
may be one or two officers could also 
be dispensed. 
At Beno there is n 


"chance for the convict labor to be 
umihzed, even without coming into 
competition with free labor, aud if it 
did nothing else but to farm the State's 
land, anil produce the necessary produce 
supplies for the institution, there would 
be more profit iu it for the taxpayers than 
the boot and shoe or stone business at 
Cnrsou. 
This work could be dove- 


tailed in with the Asylum labor, to the 
benefit of both institutions. 
But here 


at Bpno the water power of the Truekee 
would enable the mannfactuio of cer- 
tain articles not injurious to free lubor, 
aud yet profitable to the Stute in the 
proportion of three to one in compari- 
son to what is possible or probable at 
Carson. The advantages of the change 
are plainly perceptible from any stand- 
point. 
There is not a taxpayer in the 


State who has given the subject an 
boor's careful study but haa nude up 
his mind that the removal should be 
efleeted, and the sooner that it is dona 
the better for the State.

tral Pacific Railroad Company has issued 
an order requiring all conductors and 
baggage Blasters, and also the brakemen 
on "passenger trains, to wear uniforms. 
AU first-class roads in the East require 
train men to wear uniforms. It is a 
convenience iutho interest of the public, 
making it easy to deter mine who are 
employes in cage information or assist- 
anceis desired. Employes will be at liber- 
ty to have their clothes made where they 
•please, at their own expense, of course, 
and aro expected to bo in uniform as 
soon as practicable, it being the desire 
of the company to have tham all wearing 
blue early in July. Monogram brnss or 
gilt buttons will be furnished the force 
by Division Superintendents upon appli- 
cation. 
The instructions say that the 


cloth must be of suitablo texture, dark 
or blue navy cloth. In Suramei em- 
ployes on the Southern Paeiflo may sup- 
stitute blue flannel suits. Caps must 
be of the same color, railroad style, boll 
crowned, flat top, cloth or leather vihor, 
with a small "C. P." on each side. 
The caps of conductors have a band an 
inch and quarter wide with gilt biaid 
of suitable width at tho top and bottom 
of the band. 
Other men must have a 


gilt braid at the center of the baud. 
Conductors, baggagemen and passouger 
train brakemen must wear on the front 
of the cap metal or gilt embroidered 
badges designating tho position of the 
wearer. The coat for passenger conduc- 
tors will be a frock, double-breasted, 
with rolling or flat collar, with an out- 
side pocket at the right hand or near the 
waist seam Sox the 
punch. 
Other 


pockets can be placed in the breasts 
or skirts 
behind and at the sides 


over the hips. There will be four large 
"C. P." buttons oa each front, four on 
the skirts, two at ths waist seam, two 
below the bottom of the pocket lappel, 
and two small ones on each cuff.
